Kngland is growing every day, and tho 
trade seems likely to assume very large 
proportions The butter dealers con- 
nected with the export trade say that a 
large number of tubs or packages of 
butter have changed hands in the mar- 
'<ct lately than have ever been sold be- 
fore, the amount, paid to American ship- 
pers of the article in one week reaching 
in one week (300,000. This batter is 
bought by agents for dealers in Kngland 
and on the continent. The reasons 
given by foreign butter dealers tor the 
nagnitudc of the traffic are two—first, 
jutitT has not been shipped from the 
United States to Kuropo and Great Bri- 
:ain so steadily this summer as last.— 
Therefore American dealers have had to 
enlarge their storing capacity, and some 
lealcrs have had 50.000 or 00,000 pack- 
ages of butter on hand at one time.— 
Some is spring, some is summer and 
some is fall butter.

top floor of the warehouse with galvan-

THE DEBT Of ILLINOIS. 


It Will So*n h* KitlM«l«k«l Tkrmfh tht lilt- 


no In Kitffll I»llro«d Put. 


On October 1. 1878, the debt of this 


state, ns set forth in the auditor's re- 
port, was $802,3:2 53. • On January 1, 
1S71>. Governor Cullom called in, by 
proclamation. :i portion of tho bonds, 
and $S8,S;i5.20 was presented and paid 


off, so that there remained t713,-l77.39. 
There will before January 1 next be in 
the stale treasury about 1400,000 of 
the Illinois Central railroad payment, 
which is applicable to the payment ol 
the bonded debt, and the governor will 
shortly issue his proclamation calling in 
about "$.'{00,000, or as much as the stale 
has the option of paying. 
A consider- 


able part of the bonds now outstanding 
arc not due till some time in 18Sl,and 
the holders, who use them for invest- 
ments, refuse to surrender lliciu bcoauH' 
there is nothing HO good to be had in 
the market. 
After January 1 the debt 


will be reduced 
below 8500,00(1. 
It 


has been reduced chiefly by the Illinois 
Central railroad fund, which is the 7 
per cent, of the gross earnings which 
that company pays the state in lieu of 
all taxes. 
The provision ibat the com- 


pany should pay this amount wan in- 
serted in the charter of the company in 
1S37, by Senator Douglas, and it has 
produced great sums to the state. 
The 


amount is increasing each year, and 
after the state debt is extinguished it 
will produce almost enough money to 
pay the ordinary eipenses of the state. 
The constitution of 1870 provides that 
the contract of the Central company to 
pay this 7 per cent, shall not be releas- 
ed, modified, nr remitted by the legisla- 
ture or any other authority, and that 
after paying the stato debt the proceeds 
shall bo set npirt for the ordinary 01- 
pcnscs of the state government. The 
creation of this fund with its benefits 
to the people of this state is the great. 
eet monument to Douglas, and will per- 
petuate his memory for many genera- 
tions.
